Libeled by a yellow journal, John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., promptly sued the news- 
paper corporation. The Appellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court has now 
affirmed the decree of the lower court, 
granting him $500 fine. We are glad 
Mr. Rockefeller had the nerve to take 
his case to court, and if others who are 
libeled will do likewise, the muck-raker’s 
pen will soon be broken. Need we be 
surprised that the Atlantic Monthly ad- 
vertises aseries of articles

to grow in public confidence when libels 
like that against Mr. Rockefeller are of 
daily occurrence? 

There is another crime, too, that dis- 
credits the press. For the newspaper 
that steals letters and publishes them, 
we have nothing but contempt. And 
what shall be said of our New York 
papers for failing to denounce the theft 
of the Gaynor-Murphy letters? Mayor 
Gaynor has a goodly number of barbed 
words in his vocabulary, but rone was 
too sharp when he arraigned this par- 
ticular theft. The incident of the stolen 
Archbold letters has not been forgotten. 
Now we have the Gaynor episode from 
the same quarter, and Attorney-General 
Wickersham has had a similar experience 
with a magazine. On moral grounds a 
third party has no more right to the con- 
tents of a personal letter after the seal 
is broken than before, and stealing is al- 
ways stealing. Happily, all newspapers 
and magazines are not of this kind; but 
the good suffer with the bad in loss of 
public confidence. Between the publica- 
tions that stoop to libel and theft and 
those that are aiming to keep the press 
clean and decent, the line cannot be too 
sharply drawn. 


UNCLE SAM BOYCOTTING 
STANDARD OIL. 
- poagenang DICKINSON has ordered 
the army commissary not to patron- 
ize the Standard Oil Company until the 
recent decision against the company is 
reversed. Two queries naturally arise: 
First, Has the case gone against the 
Standard Oil Company until the Supreme 
Court, to which it has been appealed, has 
heard it and rendered its decision? Sec- 
ond, Is there a great deal of difference 
between Messrs. Gompers and Mitchell, 
now awaiting final action of the Supreme 
Court as to their part in instituting a 
boycott against the Bucks Stove Com- 
pany, and this same order of our Secre- 
tary of War? But the order, we may 
suppose, will not prevent the army com- 
missary from buying Standard Oil prod- 
ucts, provided it is done through a third 
party. The amount of money involved 
$100,000 per year—is of little conse- 


quence to so large a company; but the 
principle behind such action of the gov- 
ernment is of large significance.
